The only thing new about "Fascism" is its present name. As a pro- 

coss it is about as old in the world as is human goverhment. Turn- 

ing to Fascism is like turning back toward the primitive. Mississip~ 

pi and South Carolina have within them all the elements of Fascism 
which can be found in Germany or Italy; but these states are parts \ 
of the United States and subject to its constitution, and their 

Fascism is held in check and modified by the less Fascist parts of 


the Republic.

Negro friends in New York, who were intellisent and alive to the : 
growing unrest in Europe, asked me if I would visit Spain, from which 
s auch news was coming, I said that I would like te, as I had never 
been to Spain, but that my passport, long ago secured, was marked, 
"Kot good for spain.“ 


That brought me my first information of a "Medical Bureau" which 
wat sending ambulances and medical supplies to Spain, lawfully, and 
which, I was informed, could set me visa from our State Department, 
if I would agree to run down to Spain from Paris and see what was the 
situation and treatment of Negro boys of America, who were in the 
Spanish hospitals, to.; because, these colored people of New York 
City, with a natural feeling azainst Italy, which had destroyed the 
last native government of Africa Just three years before (1935), vere 
interested in buying an ambulance to send to the antí-Italian side in 
i Spain, the Loyalists. I said I would go if they got the visa, They 
i : seemed to admire my courage, inasmuch as Italians were flying from 
! the Balearic Islands and bombing the Loyalist communities avery few 


days, 


But they failed te ret the visa; my ship sailed, and ^ teek or 
more later, [ vas notified over tne telephone by our Ambassador's of- 
fice in Paris, that ovr State Department had cabled him to visa me 
for Spain, frankly, I was elated — at adventure and danger nhead, 


After another wek!s patience, the French Gendarme and the Span-

and the next time I saw his name (or heard it spoken) was in the Con 
£gressional Record, 1943, I have never been a reader of radical papers, 


Ever since I was a little child of South Carolina and Arkansas, I 
had heard and read of the proud American boast of "the right of protest", 
and I had never been informed that such right of protest was to te ree 
served for those judged to de righteous or withheld from those suspected 
of being not right, And when a very young American black youth, I had 
read with a thrill where one of our great American presidents (of the 
20th Century) had Jignifindly, but very firmly, protested to the head 
of & great Zoreien nation against its brutal treatment of one of its 
minorities 4 Rooserelt to the Csar of Russia, At another time a 
president, I think, but at least our newspapers and people and pulpits 
protested in no uncertain meanings to the Turk over the Armenian, 

Some of this sort of Americarísm, from my childhood and my youth, has 


always been in my bones, 


I was Field Secretary of the N, A. 4. C, P., meeting all types 
of people, with our benevolent propaganda, — and we counted it gain 
when we could present our case for the American Nerro to any group: 
of whites, Again, I received a paper, which I carefully reed and which 
was a pattern vith our own frequent requests for aid, for one Sam Darcy, 
who wes not presented es a Communist, but for thom elmple American 
Justice seemed to de assed, I heard his nene no more until 1943, I 
was never a reader of the Daily Worker, and usually saw a copy when 
somebody called my attention to some attack in it on me, or on the 
Organization for which I worked, tut on me in particular, 


In 1939 and 1940, our country was in a great ferment as to our 
possible and ultimate relation to the Second World War, Many orraniza- 
tions were holding meetings and concucting lectures and Ciscussions, 
“ey presontea their requests to ur for A "sponsorship", sometimes 
askin: for a dollar, and sometimes saying "No obligations," etc, 

Most of them we turned down, alweys turning them down when we saw Com 
munistic disguise, That is how my name perhaps got on the “sponsoring® 
roll for meetings, not for membership, for the three or four organi- 
zations of 1940 which were recalled to me again in 1943. ' 


But (and I say this with all sincerity) I &m not sure that I did 
actually sign for these three or four meetings, as the "Daily Worker" 
was tne source from which my informant took his information, and as you 
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will see from my exhibits, the "Daily Worker" had the hadit of falsi- 

` fying in such things, Once, they hed me in Birminchar, Alabams, neln- 
ing tne "Capitalists" and "lynchers*, as they put it, to coerce tne 
Scottsboro boys into dropping their Communist lawyers and defenders,

2 13 yeare. Finishing school at 23, I vas for 16 years c college teacher and 

officer, bringing me to 39. Then fer 21 years with a large national ergani- 
sation of white and eolored people trying te detter relations of races in 

this country, becoming 60. Today for 21 months I have served the United States 

| Treasury, becoming 62 years old eae month ago (January 15). 

a Í Having had more than 10,000 speaking engagements, conferences and consec~ 
tions im the last 25 years, I am charged by gentlemen who have not known me 
Closely with having had 21 eoatasts with radical organisations, or ergenise- 
tions in which radicals were aetive, specifically in the last 16 years (eince 
1927). Permit me to sey first that the list givem ehoul properly de 14, im- 

b stead of 21! numbers l, 4 amd 6 belong together; numbers 8, 9, 10 and ll are 
one connection; and mumbers 12, 15 and 17 are the seme. Allow me to state 
the facts about these eases or groups singly! 
In 1927: I was not in Brussels in 1927. The one end only time that I 
have ever been in Bruseels was 1913, 14 years before that date. 
In 1929: 1 did ge to the Congress ia Frankfort, Germany, as o non-Communist 
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in feeling and an rnti-Communist in all action, Thoughtful people in New York 
City reflected that only Communist Negroes had attended the vor! 4 congress in 
Belgium and asked me to join a non-Coamunist American group for the Frankfort 
Congress. All the Negroes known to be going from the United States were with 
the Communists, and the non-Communists thought 1$ a god idea re take a Negro 
in their non-Communist delegation, We had Gach to raise his ow expenses! the 
American Committee asked me, as the Others, to sead a list of my friends and 
acquaintances who would be willing te 491p on my expenses, I sent a list and 
contriwutions were made dy sach Americans as Louis Marshall, great constitu- 
tional lawyer; Moorfield Storey, great Boston lav-firm head; Dr. C. . Jart- 
lets, then in Chicago, now ia lova City, aad other white aad a der of 
colored oonservatives of our country. Ia a burried trip te New York City a 
day or twe ago, I found a "Aeport* made by William Pickeas in 1929, whea he 
returned, and sent to all those who had contributed and to the Asscetated Ne- 
ero Press: thanking them for lius a total ef $392, aad reporting that 
$30.84 of that amount had been dedueted by the Committee fer stenography, 
postage, printing, eto., leaving $351.18; that the trip had eset $530.98, s» 
that more tham $200 he had to pay himself. Of the amowat contributed, 67 per

cabled him to visa me for Spain, I was elated, wat through the tedious preeess 
* of being cheeked aad okayed by the Preach police, ky the Spanish consuls, and 
| almost a week later took a train fer the Spanish border, paying every cont ef ay 
| ewa expenses, except that, after I entered Spaiz, sene Loyalist govermmenat bus 
took me in a great crewd of ether passengers on to Barselona, I vas permitted 
i to see through oae ef the greatect hospitals in Spain, to view the werk for 
| children, to talk with high offieiale, ete. - all besause I wae a nominal repre- 
| sentative ef the "medical bwresm," which I had sever net or soeu. One ef the 
| officials of government in Barcelona was so cordial and inselligeat in allowing 
| me to see the inside worxings ef the se-salled Loyalist gevermment Muren, that

I hed seen Barcelona under Siege, where our present friends, the Italians, 
were bombing tho people every day er two. I could tell abeut these things! many 
people waatod to hear, and so whatever time was allowed ia between my frequent 
trips outside of the city in my regular work for the National Association for 
the Advancement ef Coleredi People, I went to some of these meetings, and with 
no interest ia pelities told ef what I had seen and beard.

The Wegro can draw only the con- 
Glusion that, if he were under Hitler power, he woulda be the chier 
ebjest ef National Secialist attack; just as post-war Ku Xluxism set 
itself first against the Negro in Geotgia, and wishing later on to 
spread out and inerease its income, it found that in the northeast 
the Jew offered a better mark, while in the middle and northwest the 
*furriner* was the best hate-objeet. Later still it discovered that 
the Cathelic church, being a religiou: minority, could be set upon 
tareugh the br ege Aai sadista of some of the other churches, Thus 
the Klwxers "took in too much territory" and in & country that was 
very prosperous and could laugh; and so finally failed or at least 
vero greatly Teduoed. But the American Negro group was the Matrix and 
the bte soir, the first and lasg inspiration of tie whole aevilment, 
And even as late as May, 1939, the knightly Klansmen of the State of 
Florida paraded in the streets of Miami with conspicuous nooses, and 
burned crosses and hung black effigies in and near the Negro resiaence 
sections,-- trying to frighten Negroes out of exercising their right 
to vote in an election, 

In this life choices are of ter only among evils, among which wis- 
dom tries to piok the least or the lesser. Against democracy in the U- 
nited States the Negro has great grievances: for its onc hundred ana 
fifty years it has been for him full of hypocrisy. Aud the democracies 
and constitutionally limited monarchies of Europe have for the last

if any one thing could make even imperialism worse, that added thing 
would be fascism, Germans under the Kaiser were cruel in their Af- 
rican colonies and their brutalities were proverbial. But what would 
happen to these Africans if they were now turned over to Hitlerisa, 
which has respect neither for religion nor humanity, neither fer 
treaty nor truth? The German cry for African colenies may be only a 
blackmail threat to make France and England acquiesce in fascist Lath 
ination of middle Europe, but that cry is nevertheless a Challenge te 
the Kegro everywhere; for if the fascists succeed in reducing Eng- 
land and France, there is no doubt that they 2111 seise all er mueh 
of Afrioa, Two hundred million black Slaves would add some butter 
to German oannon, magnificent man-power to its foree-politios, ané 
a votelese consuaer-market to the mass produot of its faster es. It 
is no praíse of imperialiams to say that they may offer a choice er 


eis and that the fascist type is the worst. 
Specific illustrations could be endlessly advanced, but if this 


is the situation of the Negro in America, and if that is the prespeet 
of the Negro in Africa, what must be the attidtude ef the American 
Negro toward the spread of fascism in his own country? He Should 
fight 1t,-- fight ít when it attacks Jews, fight it when it attaeks 
political minorities, fight its attacks on any &roup,-- fight its 
very existence. If it were not so pitiably tragic, it would still be 
ludicrous and amusing to hear any American Negro approving of attaeks 
upon the Jew. Of course there are unworthy Jews, just as there are 
unworthy Negroes, unworthy Anglo-Saxons, and (God forgive me!) unver- 
thy Aryans aplenty. But such Teasoning from Particular to general is 
silly.

It seemed strange 
t..at t.e Army would spend three nillion dollars, and more, of our noney just to 
spoil .e&roe's chances, when the Army could do that for tiree cents. The old 
Azerican mischief-naker, segregation, is still in the army, and out of the Aruy, 
end will be there for some &enerations to co3e,--but,by heaven, this 39th Pursuit 
Squadron Field is nothing to increase or promote segregation, but Will make a dint 
in it. Those dlack boys are voire to Eet into the air and prove theír equality. 
Since racial segre-ation is based on or implies the theory or tLe fact of inequal- 
ity, there can be no &r;ument against segregation as convincing as the establish- 
nent of the actual fact of Zquality. This 99th Pursuit Squadron Base is no expen- 
Sive sham; 1t is a great trainings field with two Tunvays that cross each other at 
right angles, to facilitate take-off and landing, vhichever way the winds may be 
bloming. One of those s.wothly poved Tun-ways measured exactly nine-tenths of a 
nile on the speedometer of ay car, 4 great community; fine barracks, recreation 
halls, power plants, hangars, library, reservoir, sevage disposal plant. They have 
even changed tiie course of a river to nake room for a corner of this field, as 
Ceneral Crant rerouted the Mississippi to by-pass Vicksburg. Segregation based on 
skin-color or eye-color is damned nonsense, of course,-- but this man's Army is 
not planning to break or nake segregation; it is planning to win the war, in spite 
of segregation or of those Who oppose segregation, That is the army's business.

The Army 
may not settle the race problem but it will not give any coafort to those who 
despise Negroes by the erection of this black air base, 

Segregation is not of the Army; it's of the American People, When the Aseri- 
can people change or advance in this social field, their army will change or 
advance. We mist take ‘he lead; the Army vill ot become a leader in such matters; 
“= especially not in times of war. There is something much bigger than social 
segregation before this Army now, 

From what one had read before Visiting this air-base, one might have thought 
that Tuskegee Institute had committed a crine by donating the land to the army for 
(iat purpose, as Tuskegee also donated land for the great Veterans Eospítal and 
for @ plant to treat little black children who are suffering from infantile paraly- 
sis. ll, Tuskegee is used to that; what they are cursed for in one generation, 
they are blessed for in the next generation. By these acts Tuskegee is making it- 
self one of the great centers of American and of Negro life on this continent, 


Tuskegee is fighting segregation; for the most basic thing in the fight against 
racial contempt and racial segregation is Achievement.

Abraham Lincoln &limpsed such a dilema: Union or Slavery. He chose 
union, not because he advocated slavery, but because the preservation of 
tho union was necessary to any final disposition of slavery for genera- 
tions to follow, The best prospect for the slave was that there should be 
union and .the defeat of secession, He did not advocate Slavery, but in an 
emargency he, like a good general, chose the better part. 


Mr. White says the Board directed him to advise me of my rights, and 
I assume that he alludes to the rights mentioned in his nunber one quotation 
from the Board's minutes of February 9th: the right to meet with the Board, 
face to face, and ask and answer questions, to arrive ata complete under- 
standing of each other's position. Then of course, the Board must decide, 
if it has not alroudv decided. l

by flying back fron St. Louis, Missouri, where I work on the 8th; or more

Mr. FRANK MARSHALL DAVIS, Editor of the "Associated Negro Press," 3507 South 
Park Avenue, Chicago, Illinois, advised that he had held this position for 
the past thirteen years and that during that period of time he has been ac- 
quainted with WILLIAM PICKENS. He stated that PICKENS had become nationally 
known as a field representative of the National Association for the Advance- 
ment of Colored People, and has been a frequent contributor of articles pub- 
lished by the "Associated Negro Press.“ Ue stated that during World War II 
PICKENS was a representative of the Trea sur.“ Department, Division of War Bond 


Purchases. 


DAVIS stated that he would never question PICKENS' loyalty to the United 
States and has no information that PICKENS was ever a member of the Comm- 
nist Party or any other organization, other than the National Association 
for the Advancement of Colored People. 


DAVIS stated PICKENS was one of the persons who was most instrumental in 
developing Negro Support for the war effort. He stated that PICKENS broke 


and Fort Huachua, in Arizona, which camps practiced segregation of Negroes. 
DAVIS stated that the National Association for the Advancement of Colored 
People bitterly oppo: ed such segregation, but that PICKENS maintained that 
Such action was neces sary in winning the war, inasmuch as de Ion d

DAVIS stated that it was not the practice of the "Associatod Negro Press" 
s to keep articles from its various contributors unless some future news 
value could be foreseen in tho writings.

28, 1913. On September 9, 1926, Passport No, 204747 was issued to WILLIAM 
PICKENS for a proposed six-month trip to all countries for travel and edu- — 
caticn,. In his application for this passport, Mr. PICKENS stated that he 
had taken a three month tour of Europe during the summer of 1913. In Novem- 
ber, 1927, Mr. PICKENS inquired àf the State Department as to whether he 
would need a new passport for an intended trip abroad and was advised that 
his 1926 passport was valid until September 9, 1928. on March 19, 1929, 
passport #686521 was issued to Mr. PICKENS for a pro trip — 
to France and Germany and perhape England and Switzerland for study.

It was quite a thrill, I went down for the 
Medical Bureau, The State Department passports were marked not 
good for Spain in sympathy with the Republioan vide but I never 
went into their building until I went back. I was afraid to go 
down to Spain and they began to help me to go to their Medical 
Bureau. When I came back I went for the first time to the office 
because I was interested in that sort of thing. You say Communist 
or dominated by a foreign government, but what their policy is 
since that time I don't know, I forget the name of the people in 
it now. If I have been in anything like that it was without my

to our office, and pretty soon I found out that he was not a reporter, 
that he was a Japanese working for the intelligence getting informa- 
tion, cultivating the colored people. He found out I wes talking 
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about going to Japan to visit — I have been most Places in the 
world and would have gone there if the Chinese war had not begun. 
A man who was head of the YMCA in New York, RAY SWEETMAN, used to 
be a Minister in China, and he was Gelling me that Japanese ships 
were going through the Panama Canal for $150. I have written a 
good many things and one day HIKIDA showed me three or four sheets 
of paper with every editorial I had written on Japan for the last 
three or four years. I just smiled. I don't know where he is now, 
He was undoubtedly working with the intelligence in a lawful way, 
getting all the information he could,and he showed me what he had.
